May 20—A large 
number of insects which survived 
the warm winter have begun to in­ 
flict

damage 
upon 
early 
crop-., reports to the Department 
of Agriculture indicate. 
"The vanguard of the 19 38 army 
of insect 
pests, 
advancing with 
warm weather, have brought wide­ 
spread 
destruction 
to 
vegetation 
and a threat of more to come," an 
Insect Pest Survey bulletin said. 
Despite millions of dollars spent 
every year in fighting plant 
they cause damage estimated at 
$500,000,000 
Grasshoppers, 
Mor- 
m rn crickets, chinch bugs and boll- 
worms cause a major portion of the 
damage. 
Mississippi Delta Inv aded 
Army worms and cutworms made 
an early appearance in the lower 
Mississippi 
Valley, 
injuring 
sev­ 
eral crops, notably oats and alfalfa. 
Cutworms also have been especial­ 
ly destructive in the Delta 
W inter survival of the corn par 
worm was greater than last year 
In New Jersey, Virginia, Ohio and 
Texas. For the first time on record 
this worm lived through the win­ 
ter in Kansas and Utah.
